A. Rollo, the famous Norman Chief, arrived in 
Eneland with a Fleet, but found A/fred on his Guard, 
io was obliged to feck his Fortune in France.

4. In enacting good Laws for the Security of his 
Subjects, and in encouraging Arts and Sciences, which 
were then drooping ; and for this Purpofe he founded 
the Univerfity of Oxford. He invited feveral learned 
Men from foreign Countries, and fettled Penfions on 
them. He built two magnificent Abbeys, and en- 
dow’d them with very rich Revenues; and rebuilt the 
City of Zexdon, which had been entirely ruined in the 
late Wars.

2. Hich of A/fred’s two Sons fucceeded him ? 
A. Edward his eldeft Son, who began his 
Reign Anno goo, and was furnamed the Elder. 

2. Why was that Name given him ? 

A. Becaufe his Hair was White from his Infancy ; 
or rather on Account of his being Prior, in Time, to 
Edward the Martyr, and Edward the Confeffor ; and 
to diftinguifh this King from them. 

2. What were the Qualities of this Monarch ? 

A. He poffeffed all his Father’s good ones, his 
Love for Learning, and Lenity excepted; but was 
equal to him for Valour, Piety, Zeal, a due Admi- 
niftration of Juftice, and for the Love he bore his 
Subjeéts. 

2. How old was he, when he fucceeded the King 
his Father ? 

A. This is not certain: All we know is, that he 
was a Minor ; and that, during the former Part of his 
Reign, his Mother was Regent of the Kingdom. But 
the beft Writers make no Mention of this Regency. 

2. How did fhe conduct herfelf in the Admini- 
ftration ? 

4. With fo much Gentlenefs and Equity, that her 
Memory was dear to the Engli/>, many Ages after 
her Death.

A. He obliged Conftantine U1. King of Scotland, 
to {ue to him for Peace; forced the We//4, who had 
revolted, to return to their Allegiance. L£rhe/avard, 
Son of Erhelbert, took up Arms againft him, and 
heading the Dazes, of the Kingdom of Mercia, who 
had crown'd him King thereof, they were forced to 
abandon him; Edcvard having come upon them, by 
Surprize, with a powerful Army, before they were 
in a Condition to defend themfelves. Erhe/avard then 
retired into Normandy, where he obtain’d a powerful 
Succour of Normans; and crofs’d again into Effex, 
where he ventur’d a Battle, but loft his Life in it.

A, He united the Kingdom of Northumberland and 
that of the Ea/?-Angles to his Crown; founded the 
Univerfity of Cambridge, (buc all are not agreed 
upon this Article) and took a particular Care of the 
Education of his Children.

A. None but 4thed/fan his natural Son ; whofe rare 
and upcommon Virtues throwing a Shade over the 
Defects of his Birth, the Exzg/:/o unanimouily fet the 
Crown upon his Head in 925. 

2. Did he accept of it willingly ? — 

A. Yes; upon Condition that, after his Deceafe, it 
fhould revert to the legitimate Children of his Father. 

®, Did he fignalize himielf, io as to anfwer the 
high Expectations the Engi) had conceived of him ? 

4. He gain’d feveral Victories over his Enemies. 

Q. Pray give fome Account of them ? 

A. He forced Hoel, King of Wales, to pay him 
Tribute : Defeated, feveral ‘Times, Con/iantine LI], 
King of Scotland, who loft his Life in the Battle of 
Brunonburg, with fix other /rijo and Vee Kings ; 
the Succefs of which Battle is afcribed chiefly to the 
Bravery of Turketul, Athel/ian’s Coufin, afterwards 
Abbot of Croy/and: He alfo took the capital City of 
the North Britons, and feized upon the Dominions of 
their King. Nor was he lefs fuccetsful in his Wars 
againft the Britons, who inhabited the Weft of Eng- 
land; for he difpofiefs'd them of their Kingdom, after 
having taken Exeter, the chief City in thofe Parts. 

2. What other confiderable Adtions did he per- 
form ? . 

A. He conquer'd the Corni/fa Britons, and entirely 
ruin’d the Power of the Danes, by feizing upon the 
Citadel of Yors, which he razed.

A. He proteéted Queen Edgiva, King Edwara’s 
Daughter, Wife to Charles the Simple, King of France, 
who had fled for Refuge to his Court, with the King 
her Son, in order to fecure him from the Cruelty of 
Raoul the Ufurper.

legitimate and eldett Son of King FE daward.

A. *Tis manifett, from his Surname, that he was 
chiefly diitinguifh'd for his Piety ; and he was a great 
Lover of Juftice. The Profperity he enjoy‘d, his 
Bravery and Capacity, made him much retpeted, 
not only in his own Ifland, but by Foreigners alfo. 

Q. What were his moft memorable Aéts ? 

A. He gave admirable Laws to hi Subje@s; de 
feated the Northumbriens, who had rebell'd; gave 
up the Counties of Cum/er/and and Ie ato 
Mal oim King of Scots, upon Condition that this 
Prince thould engage himfelf to do Homage to him 
for them, and come to the Court of the King of 
Englan 4, at high Feftivals, whenever he fhould be 
tummon’d to attend. He granted great Privileges to

A. He was afiaflinated, as he was feafting among

A. Yes; and this Peace gave him an Opportunity 
of devoting himfelf to a Life of Piety, purfuant to 
the Counfel of Dunffan, Abbot of Glaftenbury, who 
had a prodigious Aicendant over him; infomuch 
that Edred would fometimes defcend fo low, as to 
{uffer himfelf to be fcourged by him.

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Conclufion of ANSON S's Voyage round the World. 
Delay after Delay, in fitting their Ship, and buying 


the neceflary Stores and Provifions. Mr. Ax/on, out 
of Patience at being thus amufed and retarded, was at 
Jength convinced that Refolution and Threatenings 
availed more than Courtefy and Prefents. Accord- 
ingly, having, at length, procured the Ship to be re- 
fitted and victualled, he left 7ypa on the 6th, and Macao 
the 1gth of dpri/, 1743. Mr. Anjon, when he was 
about to leave this Port, had given out that he was 
going to return to Europe; and, tho’ this feem'd im- 
praGticable at that Seafon, by Reafon of the Weftern 
Monfoon, he had made his Men believe, that, in 
Confidence of their Skill, and the Goednefs of the 
Ship, he would venture to attempt it; for he was per- 
faaded that, if his Intention upon the Manit/a Galleon 
had taken Wind at Macao, the Spaniards would have 
been foon apprized of it by their Chinese Friends. But, 
notwithftanding all his Precaution to keep at fuch a 
Diftance from the Philippine Ilands as not to be per- 
ceived, they had often Sight of him ; and the Gover- 
nor of Manil/a, at the Inftances of the Merchants, 
had refolved to fend out fome Ships of Force againtt 
him. But the contrary Winds, the Slownefs in fitting 
out the largeft Ships, and efpecially the Diflenfions a- 
mony the Proprietors, happily retarded this Expedi- 
tion. Nor was this the only Scheme which proved a- 
bortive; for when the Centurion was repairing at 7ypa, 
‘and confequently unable to make any Defence, fome 
Spaniards had form’d a Defign to fend thither a Kind 
of Firefhip, in order to deftroy her. But the’ no more 
than 40,000 Crowns was required for an Action which 
would have faved a Million, the Merchants, fufpecting 
the Governor’s View was only to get the Money into 
his Hands, could not be brought to advanceit, and 
thus the Exgl:// owed the Safety of their Ship to the 
Nittratt and Parfimony ef their Enemies. 
Mr. 4n/on was no fooner at Sea, than he called the 
Ship’s Company upon Deck, and tojd them his De- 
fign was to go and wait for the apulco Ship at Cape 
Spirtto Santo, that being her conilant Courfe in her 
Keturn to Mani//a; adding, that, notwithftanding it 
had been given out that the Sides of the Ship were 
Cannon Proof, he was refolved to be fo near to her, 
that his Shot fhould go in at one Side and out of the 
other. ‘This Speech animated them with Hopes of 
obtainmg that ineftimable Prize, and-they waited for 
her off the Cape with unexampled Patience fer above 
a Month. At length, on the 2oth of Fuze, the 
Galleon, the Object of their Hopes appeared, and fo 
far from feeming to fhun the Centurion, fhe boldly 
awade towards her, and prepared for an Fngagement. 
but Mr. Anfon keeping a continual Fire both with his 
‘Guns and {mali Arms, at which his Ship’s Company 
were very expert, he foon became Matter of this rich 
Gatleon. ‘For the Spaniards, feeing a great many of 
athe common Men, aud efpecially of the Officers fall, 
awere fo terrsied, that they {truck to an Enemy who 
mwas nothalf their Namber. ‘Che Name of.the Prize 


Number Y, 


was, the No/ra Signora de Cabadonga; and fhe wag 
much larger than the Centurion, mounted 36 Guns, 


and 28 Padereroes, with 550 Men. Don Feronimo 
de Montaro, who was Commander, was efteemed the 
beft Seaman of all the Captains of the Galleons, and 
was {tiled General. 

The Engli/> were informed by their Prifoners, that 

the Ship which laft Year had been detain’d at Acapulco, 
had fet out this Year on her Return fooner than ordi- 
nary, and muft have reached Mani//a before Mr. An- 
Jon got to the Cape, where he had the good Fortune 
to meet with them ; fo that the Delays of the Chine 
may be faid to have hinder’d Mr. Anjon from taking 
another Prize. However, this being fo immenfely 
rich, they did not much regret the Difappointment. 
All that remained now, was to carry their Prize te 
fome Port in China ; and during the Voyage, which 
proved but fhort, the Prifoners were fecured as far as 
Humanity would admit of, and Account of the Cargo, 
and the Treafure put on board the Centurion. There 
were On board 1,138,843 Pieces of Eight, and 35,682 
Ounces of Silver, which, with what the Eng/i/s had 
before taken from the Spaniards, amounted to 
800,000 /. Sterling. 
Effeéts which were deitroyed, to the Value of at leaf 
600,000 /. the Charges of Pizarro’s Fleet, and the 
Expences of repairing the Fortifications in America, it 
will appear that the Spaniards were very great Suf- 
ferers; and, confequently, that the Expedition of the 
Englifo Fleet was of confiderable Advantage to their 
Country. Mr. Anfon arrived at Macao, the 11th of 
Fuly, and failing from thence to the River of Canton, 
he advanced thro’ the narrow Paflage which defends 
the Harbour, notwithftanding a Meflage which the 
Chinefe had fent to forbid him. ‘The two Forts on 
each Side the Gut did not prefume to make any Op- 
pofition with their Batteries of 8 or 10 Iron Guns, as 
muft have been to their own Lofs. 

But the Governors, as well as the Pilot, whom Mr. 
Anfon had compelled to carry his Ship in, were pu- 
nifhed for permitting what they could not prevent. 
This Refolution, together with the vaft Riches of 
the Eng/ife, raifed their Character with a timorous and 
mercenary People. Some Spaniards who had been 
permitted to go on Shore, fpoke in very honourable 
Terms of their Conquerors. Mr. Anfon had wrote 
to the Viceroy for a Supply of Provifions, and an 
Audience. The firft was readily granted him, but 
the Audience was deferred upon Pretence of the Heat; 
but, in reality, to gain Time for receiving Orders 
from his Court. ‘The accuftomed Duty was alfo re- 
quired : But, upon the Commodore’s inflexibly per- 
fifting in a Refuial, the Mandarines, who had beea 
deputed by the Viceroy, made no farther mention of 
it, requiring only that the Spanif> Prifoners fhould be 
fet at Liberty. Some feeming Difficulties were made 
on this Head, to give it the Appearance of a Favour, 
tho’, m reality, the Exg/i/4 wanted to be rid of them. 

It would be no lefs tedious than unnecellary to ‘vil 
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late all the Preparations the Engi made for their Re- 
turn, and the Obitru¢tions which the Ceine/e, whether 
out of Fear, Intereft, or Formality, were continually 
throwing in their Way. In fhort, Mr. dn/sn was o- 
blig’d himfelf to go up to Canton, and enforce his Or- 
ders in Perfon. Being now ready to depart, he fent 
the Viceroy another Meflage, to remind him of the 
Audience he had defired. ‘This probably would have 
been again put off, but for the following Accident : 
A Fire broke out with fuch Violence, that it foon 
(pread thro’ a great Part of the City, and probably 
would have confumed the Whole, had it not been ex- 
tinguithed by the Boldnefs and Activity of the Englifo 
Sailors. For this Service they received the Thanks of 
the Citizens, and the Viceroy immediately granted 
an Audience, in which all Mr. Ax/on's Demands met 
with a ready Compliance. Upon which, having {fold 
the Spant/b Galleon to {ome Merchants at Macao, he 
left that Port the 1th of Decemder, and returned to 
Europe by the Streights of Sunda, and the Cape of 
Good Hope. The 15th of Fume was the aulpicious 
Day which gave him a Sight of his Country, after an 
Abfence of three Years and nine Months, in an Expe- 


‘ dition which will be an eternal Monument, that, tho’ 


Prudence, Intrepidity, and Perfeverance united, are 
not exempted from the Blows of adverfe Fortune; yet 
in along Series of Tranfactions, they ufually rife fu- 
perior to #s Power, and in the End rarely fail of 
proving fuccefsful. 

I cannot conclude this Part without declaring my 
‘leafure in following fo good a Guide as the Author of 
this Narrative. Huis whole Account is entertaining ; 
his Sentiments juft and noble; his Expreflions are clear 
and elegant, {uch as claim Applaufe both for Author 
and Commander. The Motives are related with the 
Facts, and the Caufes with their Events. The Cir- 
cumftances and Reflections, with which the flightett 
Particulars are embellifhed, give them .a Degree of 
Importance. ‘This Book has fallen under Cenfure in 
one Point only ; which is, its being too much a Pane- 
gyric on the Commander; but this isa Fault which 
rather does Honour to a grateful Perfon ; as he has 
only anticipated the Sentiments of all his Readers, 
and in his overflowing Zeal had forgot that to praife 
weil is to praife {paringly.

HE Place where thou art, the Place thou 

lodgeft in, the Place thou doft fortify, the 
Place thou thinkeft to eftablifh, the Place thou de- 
fireft to make thyfelf Matter of, that Place is mine. 
I fprung from this Land, like the Grafs. 1, whe 
am a Savage, was born here, and my Fathers be- 
foreme. ‘This Land is my Inheritance; 1 {Wearit 
is; the Land which God gave to be my Country, 
for ever and ever. I here tell thee plainly the 
Thoughts of my Heart concerning thee; for know 
that the Works thou makeft at Céis4u?o afford me 
Matter for jerious Reflection. My King, and thy 
King over the great Waters, have agreed among 
themielves on a certain Diilribution ot Lands; and 
therefore are at Peace. For my own Part, I can 
neither enter into Alliance, nor make Peace with 
thee.

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Continuation of GOD"s Providence di/play’d in the 
Animal Creation. 
build their Houfes, entirely on dry Land, and fiak 
Ditches five or fix Feet deep, to carry them into the 
Vater. 

The Dimenfions of thefe Apartments are propor- 
tioned to the Number of Inhabitants. ‘Twelve Feet 
in Length, and ten in Breath, are {ufficient for eight 
or ten Beavers. And when all is finifhed below, 
they vault the Top or Roof in anoval Form, and like 
the Handle of a Batket. 

They aflociate to the Number of ten or a dozen ; 
feldom more: For they are better acquainted with 


‘ their own Interefts, than to live in a tumultious Man- 


mer. And as they are an amicable and {agacious Sort 


of Animals, they pafs the Winter together with as 


much Harmony, as, you have heard, they work in 
Summer with Diligence. 

There are another Sort of Beavers called Terriers, 
who live in Caverns dug by themfelves in a rifing 
Ground: From which, if at a Diftance from the Water, 
they {coop fubterraneous Trenches, declining from ten 
to a hundred Feet in Depth; in which they alfo pro- 
vide feveral Retreats, by gradual Afcents, to fhelter 
them from the Water when it flows. Their Beds are 
made of Chips, which, as an ingenious Author words 
it, ferves inftead of a Quilt ; and of Grafs, which ac- 
commodates them in the nature of a Feather-bed. 

All thefe Works, efpecially in cold Regions, are 
compleated in dugu/?, or September. During the 
Summer Seafon they regale themfelves wich all the 
‘ruits and Plants the Country will afford. But in the 
Winter they are content with Willow, Afh, Plane, 
and other Sorts of dry Wood, ftored in a proper Seafon, 
aud fteeped in Water, in Quantities proportionable to 
tneir necefiary Confumptron ; for the Digeition of 
which hard Meat, kind Providence has provided this 
Animal with a double Stomach, to facilitate the Di- 
yettion of fuch folid Food at two Operations. The 
Method of collecting and ftoring up their Food for 
Winter as alfo very extraordinary. They cut Boughs, 
from three to fix Feet in length ; the large Pieces are 
carried to their Magazine by feveral Beavers, who 
range themlelves methodically for that Labour and 
service. ‘The {maller are convey'd to the fame Place 

‘by one alone: But they take different Ways, each 
Individual having his proper Walk afligned him, to 
prevent the Labour being interrupted. Again, they 
build up their Piles with as much Art as they ufe in 
other Particulars. ‘The Dimenfions of their Pile of 
Cimber Food are regulated in Proportion to the num- 
ber of Inhabitants, about thirty Feet in a {quare Sur- 
face, and ten thick, for a Company of ten Beavers. 
Hut thefe Parcels of Wood are not piled up in one 
contunued Heap, as you will pile up Billets or Babbins, 
but they are laid a-crofs one another, with Cavities 
between, forthe Conveniency of drawing out what 
Quanuty they want; they always ufing firft the Par- 
el at Bottom which lies in the Water. And when it is 
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taken up for Ufe, they cut this Wood into fmall Pieces, 
and convey it co their proper Cell, where the whole 
Family come to receive their proper Share. But if 
the Winter proves open, and the Woods undifturhed 
with Hunters, they frequently regale their young ones 
with a frefh Collation of green Twigs in the adjacent 
Country. And the Hunters, who have obferved how 
thefe Creatures delight in green Foed, frequently en- 
deavour to decoy them out of their Cells, by placing a 
Parcel of fuch Wood about their Lodge, and lay their 
Traps, or Nets, to enfnare them, if they come out 
to eat thereof. If the Winter proves fevere, and has 
frozen them up, thefe Hunters then try to take them 
by breaking the Ice at the Entrance of their Cells, and 
when the Seaver puts out its Nofe for the Benefit of 
the Air, they are placed conveniently to knock it down 
and kill it with Hatchets : Or, making a large Open- 
ing in the Ice, they cover it with a very ftrong Net, 
and overturn the whole Lodge ; upon which the Beg. 
vers,who think to efcape by their ufual Way, by fall. 
ing into the Water, and emerging at the Hole in the 
Ice, fall into the Snare, and are taken. 

Thefe Animals are in many Parts of France, Italy, 
and Germany ; but they are moft numerous in Po/and, 
Lithuania, Mufcovy, the Lakes of Canada, and Hud- 
Jon's Bay in America. And it is almott a general Rule, 
that the Fur is finer, longer, and fofter, according to 
the Coldnefs of the Regions they are bred in. 

If you would take hold of a Beaver, feize him by 
the ‘Tail, and he cannot bite you ; and you may, by 
that Means, turn him as you pleafe. ‘They generate 
in the Beginning of Summer, and bring forth Young 
in the End of dutumn, of which they are exceedingly 
fond. ‘They cry like a human Infant, and fupply us 
with feveral extraordinary Particulars for Health and 
Cloathing. It is true, being half Fleth and haif Fifh, 
the Beaver is not palatable, except the Tail, and the 
hinder Legs, which are {weet like the Zunmy, and ac- 
counted a great Dainty, both boiled and roatfted. 

From this Animal we have the valuable Medicine, 
called Cajforeum, of which the Public has received fo 
many fabulous Accounts, as if it was made of the Tetti- 
cles of the Beavers; whereas nothing is more certain, 
than that the Female produceth the {ame as the Male 
Beavers ; which is a liquid Matter, contained in fmall 
Bags or Purfes, about the Bignefs of a Goofe’s Egg, 
fituated near the dzus. The Ufe of this Liquor, to 
the Animal itfelf, is to create Appetite ; which, at 
proper Times, that Creature prefieth with its Foot out 
of the Bag. When thefe Bags are taken off, the Mat- 
ter dries, and condenfes, fo as it may be reduced to 
Powder, and by hanging in a Chimney, it will grow 
to the Confiftence of Wax. It is Oily, of a tharp 
bitter Tafte, and a ftrong difagreeable Smell. ‘The 

Rufians, according to the Pdilofophical Tranfadtions, 
No. 193, p. 501, firft take the Bags (falfely called 
Stones) and get the Milk out of them as clean as they 
can ; then they fet on the Fire a Skillet, or Kettle ot 
Water, big enough to contain the Quantity of Bags

Alas, Sir, anfwered fhe, ftill weeping, as for the 
Dangers you mention, and which I have but too cru- 
elly experienced, I never had once a Thought of 
them ; and as for apy I might encounter from the In- 
clemency of the Winds and Waves, I defpifed them « 
Whatever Hardfhips I fhould have fuftained in the

Admiral BuUAK 8's Expedition to ‘Tunis, Tripoli, 
Algiers, Se. 

N November 1654, Cromwell fitted two large 
| Fleets, and fent one of them to the Streights, and 
the other under Admiral Pen to the Wett-Indies. Blake, 
in his Way to Cales, met De Witte, the Dutch Ad- 
miral, in the Streights, who ftruck to his Flag; and 
when he arrived in the Bay of Cales, the Spaniards 
received him with great Civilities; and the Dutch 
Admiral, who was alfo there, would not hoiit his 
Flag during his Stay inthe Road. His Inftructions 
and Conduct was fuch, that he ftruck ‘error into all 
thofe Parts. If we may believe Leci, in the Lite of 
Cromwell, the Pope himfelf was feized with fuch a 
Pannic, that he did not think himfelf {afe at Rome, 
while the Englifh Admiral remain’d in thofe Seas, who 
had Orders to demand Satisfaétion of all Princes and 
States, who had moleited the Englith in the Time of 
their War and Confufion at Home. And accordingly 
he obliged the Grand Duke of Tufcany to pay him 
fixty thoufand Pounds in Gold, and {ent Home, up 
the River Thames, fixteen Ships laden with the Ef- 
fects he had receiv’d from other States for SatisfaQion 
and Damages, making them pay in Kind, who could 
not raife the Specie. Among others, we find the Al- 
gerines, Tunifeens, &c. For, having perform’d his 
Courfe, and executed his Mafter’s Orders in other 
Parts, he fteered homewards on the Coaft of Africa. 
in March 1655, he forced Algiers to Terms of Sub- 
muihon, and demanded Satisfaction for the Ravages 
they had committed on the Englifh ; together with 
the Releate of the Captives taken by their Corfairs 
during the Civil War. The Dey, depending upon 
the Strength of his Fortifications, returned him an in- 
folent Antwer ; bid him feek Redrefs from the Cattles 
ot Goletta and Porto Ferino : Do your worft, we fear 
you not; and even refufed to fupply him with Water. 
Upon which Blake, in a violent Paffion, curled up his 
Whifkers, as his Manner was, when any Thing ftung 
him to the Heart, and in a Council of War, refolv’d 
to attempt the deftroying nine Moorifh Frigates then 
lying in the Bay of Porto Ferino, and to difmount 
their Fortifications. 

This Reiolution appear’d to be a Work of great 
Difficulty ; for Batteries were railed along the Shore, 

pie 
planted with-an hundred and twenty Pieces of Cannon, 
and the Harbour was alfo defended by a Caftle, which 
mounted twenty Pieces more ; and by feveral other 
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{maller Forts, well provided, a$ well wah to all aras 
as with Ordnance. [ut all this was fo tar from aife 
couraging our Englifl Heroes, that it did bat animate 
them the more to the Purfuit of the Refolution taken, 
Thus the Admiral, Vice Admiral, and Rear Aduural, 
wrapped up and calt Anchor within Nunes hot ol 
the main Fort, and fired whole Broad-fices into the 
Forts and Batteries with great Fury, while the reit of 
the Men of War brought on the rire fips. By waich 
Means their Cannon were foon filencec, their boris 
and Batteries render’d utelefs, the Guns were all cul 
mounted, and a great Part of their Works were beaten 
down. So that the Enghth, wihout further Interrup- 
tion, fent their Long Boats and Shallops well mann’d, 
Which, with the bire-thips, entered the Harbour with 
great Refolution, fet Fire to the nine Ships chat lay 
there, and burnt them down to the very Water 
Edge, with the Lafs only of 25 Men killed, and 48 
wounded. 

The Fleet then fet Sail for Tripoly, whote Inhabi- 
tants readily fubmitted to the Terms he thought con- 
venient to nmpofe on them. ‘Then returning to Tunis, 
and threatening to renew Hoililines, the Tuntleens 
implored his Mercy on their Works, and begged Aun 
to grant them Peace, being ready to fubmit to what- 
ever Terms he fhould demand. And accordingly he 
ovliged them to fign a Peace that was profitable and 
slorious to his Country ; and to deliver up all the 
Englifh and Dutch Slaves. 

This daring Acuon {pread the Terror of his Name 
through Africa and Afia, whofe piratical Expediuions 
had been, for a long time, formidable to Europe : 
Nay, the Dread of lis Arms was fo great, that the 
Algerines, when they met with any Sallee Men of 
War, which had any Englith on board of them, for- 
ced thofe Rovers to deliver them up, and b ought 
thofe Captives to Admiral Blake, in order to gain his 
Favour. 

For fome Years this Drubbing kept the Corfairs of 
Barbary within Bounds; but in 1667, the Algerines 
commenced Holulities againit the Englifh and Dutch. 
Upon which Sir Thomas Allen was order'd to block 
up Algiers, who prefently took and deflroy’d feveral 
of their Ships ; befides thofe that were funk and for- 
ced afhore by the Dutch Squadron, and {ome more 
Englifh Frigates, which fcoured the Seas of thofe Pi- 
rates in a fhort time, though they had feveral Ships 
from 40 to 66 Guns, and obliged the Government of 
Algiers to releafe all the Englifh Captives, and to re- 
new their Treaties, with the Addition of fome new 
Articles to our Advantage. 

They again violated tnis Treaty in 1672; and Sir 
Edward Spragge, being order’d to punifh their Per- 
fidy, failed to Algiers, and demanded Satisfaction 5 
but receiving not the fatisfactory Antwer required, he 
failed from thence with fix Frigates and three l'ire- 
fhips, to make an Attempt on a confiderable Number 
of the Corfairs which lay at Pingia, the molt conti- 
derable of their Towns, next to Algiers. Keing come

Chronological Diary of Fore 
FOREIGN AFFATRS. 
Rime, Dec. 27. 


( N the 24th Inflant the Pope perform’d the Cere- 

mony of opening the //o/y Gate, accompanied 
with all the other Ceremonies which are cuftomary 
at the Celebration of the Jubilee of the Holy Year. 
Among the great Number of Foreigners who are 
come to this Capital to aifift at the Ceremony of the 
Holy Year, there lat Week arrived a rich Eaftern 
Merchant, an hundred Years old, and ftill fo robuft 
and courageous, as not to be terrified with the Fa- 
tigues and Dangers of fo long a Journey, in order to 
obtain the Indulgencies of the Jubilee. 

Cope j 17EN, (the Capital of Denmark ) Dec. 23. 
‘The Dittemper among the Cattle which prevails in 
the Neighbourhood of this City, and in the reft of 
the Ifland of Zealand, continues to rage with great 
Violence. 

Hanover, Dec. 28. The Officers of all the Re- 
giments of Horie and Dragoons are ordered to dif- 
pole of thofe Horfes that are old and have any De- 
tect, and provide others in their ftead, that the feveral 
Corps may be fit to pafs in Review before his Majetty, 
who Is certainly expected here in the Spring from 
ingiand. ‘he Mortality continuing among the 
Florned Cattle in this Eleorate, the Regency has 
publnhed a Proclamation, prohibiting the fending of 
hogs out of the Country, under very large Penalties. 
Since this Prohibition the Price of Bacon and fale 
Poik is confiderably abated. 

Genva, Dec. 28. ‘The Ceffion of the Kingdom of 
Corfica, in favour of the Infant Don Philip, Duke 
of Parma, Placentia and Guftalla, is to be look’d up- 
on as ablolutely concluded; but it is not publickly 
known what Equivalent isto be given the Republick 
for it: Itis certain the French difpote of all Employ- 
ments there, and not content with this A&t of Sove- 
reignty, they fend away to Marfeilles all the Oil of 
that Mand which ufed to furnith the Magazines of 
tats Capital, infomuch, that that Commodity is be- 
‘come very icarce and dear.
